Capture of the Pomona frizate.—Capt. Rea- 
ding, of the schooner Fanny Sewell, from Trini 
dad, bas favored us with the following extract 
from his log-book : 

* On the 24th of Augost, near the Moro, at 
€ o'clock ia the morning, saw a large Spanish 
frigate tarning to windward for the Havanna ; 
there being avery strong N. E. curreat, and 
‘Me wind S. W, she was obliged to come to an- 


\chor two leagues eastward of Havanna; under a 
battery ; whee the Spaniards sent ten gun-boats 
ito guard her. At8 A. M. two English frigates 
hove in sight—which the Spaniards observing, 
landed a quantity of specie on shore, which she 


had brought from Mexico, At 2+ minutes past 
ten, the two British frigates bore down to the 
Spanish frigate, that lay moored wonder the bat- 
tery, and the ten gutboats round her. At 40 
minutes past ten the Spanish frigate, gun-boats 
and battery, opened a heavy fire on the Eng- 
lishmen, At 52 mioutes past ten the headmost 
British frigate commenced her fire on the Span 
vards; and at 3 minutes before eleven, the stern- 
most frigate got up, and kepta heavy and well 
directed fire in all directions ou ihe enemy. At 
7 minutes afier eleven the Spanish frigate strack 
her colours; the two British frigates ran a-head 
and let go their stern anchors to cover the prize, 
while the seamen were taking possession of her.
